Settler Drowned 


In Floods of the 
Pine River 


The Pine River claimed another 
victim last.week when Andy Anderson, 
a 70-year-old settler living about 50 
miles above East Pine post office, lost 
his life in an attempt to escape from 
the flood waters. Owing to heavy 
rains and warm weather the Pine and 
Middle Pine ‘rivers rose rapidly to un- 
precedented flood levels. Anderson's 
cabin is built on a river flat and ap- 
pears to- have been flooded to a height 
of four feet, 

Knowing that the old man had been 
sick, Ivor Johnson, a neighbor, called 
to see if he was all right, but could 
get no response to his calls or shots. 
Searching around he found Anderson's 
lifeless body about 100 yards from the 
cabin. He had evidently tried to 
escape from the rising waters to high 
ground, but handicapped by age and 
sickness was unsuccessful. Constable 
Devlin and Coroner Chase left on 
Thursday to investigate. 

Reports indicate widespread damage 
along the valleys. Hay and grain 
crops are ruined and houses flooded 
from one to three feet. Lone Prairie 
district is under water and boats are 
being used as roads are impassable. 
Water reached Esswein's house and

E. R. DeMelt of the Hay River

A recent Timely Hint described a 
method of unloading hay with a rope 
pull, the hay being for this purpose 
loaded on three %-inch ropes, 56 feet 
long, laid across the rack, with one 
end of each fastened to a big 
ring for a snatch hitch, while the free 
ends are looped up and hung on the 
corner posts of the rack, ready to be 
thrown across the stack. A neighbor, 
C. F. Lossing, improved on the idea 
by cutting the ropes in two, leaving 
much shorter ends to be looped up and 
carried on the wagons. In the end of 
each he fastened a small ring and in 
the end of the piece that was cut off 
a strong snap, attached to the ring 
for unloading. Thus half the quantity 
of rope served for each wagon, while 
the three 28-foot lengths with the 
snap on them served for one load after 
the other as it came up. Instead of 
driving alongside the stack to unload, 
Mr. Lossing drives across the site, at 
first near one end, then farther and 
farther away, so that the stack is 
built on an incline until toward the 
last. A longer draw rope is needed 
for this system and after a while, 
when the butt has lengthened, the man 
holding the three ropes has to stand 
on the hay instead of on the ground. 
By reducing somewhat the size of the 
latter loads, and by making the stack 
a good width, quite a large-sized stack 
can be carried to a good height, ready 
for topping out by pitching from the 
wagon, The Substation crew tried the 
same idea and found it worked well. 
Various wrinkles and short cuts occur 


with practice.

—A, U., Peace River, Alta, 
Ans.: A very useful fly spray for 
destroying insects in dwellings has 


been developed through the coopera- 
tion of the Entomological Branch and 
and Animal 
Husbandry of the Experimental Farms 
Branch. I would point out, however, 
that this spray is more particularly 
for use in closed buildings to destroy 


houseflies, etc,, cad is not recom- 
mended so highly for use on cattle or 
other stock to repel flies. This is 


mainly because the spray is of a very 
volatile nature and the effect does not 
last very long. We have not developed 
a fly spray for use on cattle as yet, 
but depend entirely on the proprietary 
fly sprays on the market,, of which 
there are a number of good ones. 
Following is the prescription: 

“A very useful spray for destroying 
insects in dwellings may be easily and 
cheaply made from pyrethrum insect 
powder and kerosene. ‘This is pre- 
pared by adding one-half pound of 
pyrethrum to one gallon (8.08 pounds) 
of kerosene, allowing the mixture to 
stand and agitating it at intervals over 
period of about two hours (or 
thus ensuring that practically 
all the active principle of the pyre- 
thrum is dissolved. The residue of 
the pyrethrum settles to the bottom of 
the vessel as a brown sediment, and 
the clear liquid, which is pale lemon- 
yellow in color, may either be sy- 
phoned or filtered off. When the 
spray required for in farm 
buildings, it may be satisfactorily 
prepared with ordinary kerosene and 
it is unnecessary to add any other 
chemicals. For household use, how- 
ever, to remove any possibility of 
staining fabrics or furniture, water- 
white kerosene should be used, and, 
in order to impart a pleasant odor, 
methyl salicylate may be added at the 
rate of three fluid ounces to each 
gallon. The spray should be kept in 
a tightly corked container to prey 
it from deteriorating in strength, 
the active principal of pyrethrum 
volatile.’

Both years I have had big healthy 
plants with plenty of blossoms but 
only odd tomatoes, and some plants 
without any at all.—(Mrs.) F. P., 
Peace River, Alta. 

Ans.: Ordinarily tomatoes are self- 
pollinated and only occasionally under 
greenhouse conditions is hand pollina- 
tion resorted to, as where insects 
lacking or are insufficient to 
the pollen, The male and female ele- 
ments of the tomato flower, unlike the 
pumpkin and marrow, are combined in 
the same flower and under favorable 
weather conditions the tomato should 
set fruit under natural pollination by 
bees and other insects. 

The reason for the fruit failing to 
set maybe one of several things, 
among them the aforementioned scar- 
city of insects or 
forming on the flower stem at any 
time during or after the opening of 
the flower, resulting in the dropping 
of the blossoms. This dropping may 
result from faulty nutrition, from un- 
favorable weather conditions or from 
injury by disease or insects. Investi- 
gators have found a direct relation 
between the relative humidity and the 
dropping of the flowers and conclude 
that environmental conditions con- 
ducive to rapid transpiration resulted

causes the development of an area on

Thus far Beaverlodge experiments 
have failed to make out a very good 
ease for either pruning or staking ex- 
cept that pinching out all trusses of 
fruit after the second has usually in- 
creased the percentage of ripe fruit 
produced, Sometimes a dense mass of 
foliage growing close to the ground 
has shielded a percentage of the fruit

During their investigations of an 
outbreak of the eastern hemlock looper 


caterpillar in the region of Muskoka 
Lakes in the province of Ontario, the 
results of which are published in the 
June number of Scientific Agricul-

Another way for disease germs 

be passed around is by the use of 
unsterilized eating utensils. This 
happens even in the home, so it can 
be readily imagined how it can occur 
more easily in restaurants or at soda 
fountains where the same utensils are 
used by a number of patrons within a 
short space of time, 

What happens depends upon what is 
done to the eating utensils after each

If not, then the 
second user receives the secretions of
